For many communities, shouldering the burden °° 
of increased household and industrial demands 
on local water utilities has become too much. 
Water utilities built a quarter to a half- 
century ago are not able to carry the load 
caused by recent population explosions, ind- 
ustry growth and increased per capita use. 

According to the National Water Institute, 
water rationing during hot weather, insuffi- 
cient pressure to fight fires adequately, and, 
in some cases a complete lack of water, have 
plagued communities across the country.

Our local water utility manager knows wheth- 
er his equipment is able to supply enough 
water for our needs. He also knows whether or 
not he has the equipment to handle the jobir 
the future. It is important for all of us to 
find out the facts about our water utility 
now--so that expansion plans can be started 
necessary. The job cannot wait until a crisis 
has been reached--for it will be too late,
